- MR. TAFT’S OPPORTUNITY. 
Opportunity is knocking at Mr. Taft’s door. He 
may abate much of the suspicion that grew out of 
his surrender to the stand-pat element by a frank 
acceptance of the popular verdict given on Nov. 
8. That verdict, judged in the light of three 
weeks of crystallizing sentiment, was a reprimand 
to the Republican party and its defiant policies. 

Under our inelastic and unresponsive system 
the ordered correction’ of the repudiated and con- 
demned policies cannot be regularly undertaken 
until the new Congress meets in December, 1911. 
But Mr. Taft can indicate his own responsive- 
ness and regard for public opinion by calling the 
new Congress into special session after March 4 
next. He called the present Congress into session 
after March 4, 1909, because the people seemed to 
demand a revision of the tariff. There is more 
reason fof similar action now that the people 
have plainly and emphatically expressed the opin- 
ion that that revision was a fraud and a de- 
lusion. 

It will require boldness on the part of the Pres- 
ident to take this action. The plutocratic bene- 
ficiaries of the tariff are still strong in the Re- 
publican ranks. By easy adherence to mere reg- 
ularity they can gain the profits of another year 
or more of extortionate tariff enforcement. But 
morally as well as politically Mr. Taft would 
gain by giving heed to the popular: verdict. 

The condition ie a new one. There. has been 
a revulsion against the indirectness of party ac- 
tion and a repeal of the method of expressing 
views through loyalty to party. It is many years 
since the people gave such striking evidence of 
their emancipation from party ties. They have 
made their demand. To call a special session 
for the particular consideration of the tariff 
would be to accede to that demand. To base the 
call for a special session on the expressed demand 
for a reduction of the extortionate tariff sched- 
ules would be wise statesmanship and good pol- 
itics., There will be enough earnest Democrats in 
the House and enough honest Republicans in the 
Senate to insure the reformation of the tariff if 
the influence of the administration is exercised. 

There is as yet nothing to show that the elec- 
tions in Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey and Ohio mean these states have be- 
come permanently Democratic. But it is plain 
enough that they will become so permanently if 
Mr. Taft fails to give appreciative attention to 
the declared will of the people. He has a splendid 
opportunity to redeem himself, if not his party.

When Congressman-elect Littleton decries the 
Republican demand for legislation to regulate 
trusts and insists that their successful prosecution 
is merely a matter of the right kind of prosecu- 
tors, he is pretty close to the truth. What this 
country needs is not more laws but efficient en- 
forcement of the laws that already exist. 

TOLSTOY’S ORPHANS. 

When everything else has been written and 
said of what Tolstoy means in life and litera- 
ture, nothing else may be found which has in it 
more than the memorial line in which the rude 
farmers around him wrote that they, ‘his or- 
phaned peasants,” could never forget his good- 
ness. 

Perhaps everything Tolstoy did in fiction after 
despairing of Russian politics as hopeless, may 
be forgotten finally as taste changes. But !t was 
‘not a question of taste, when he saw such peas- 
ants as“how call themselves his orphans, writh- 
ing under the knout, used to control them in 
their labor. 

It was not good literature, but good politics 
when at the risk of Siberia or his life, he told in 
the dreadful] language of simple truth how they 
agonized silently as the knout flayed them. The 
Czar and the Russian oligarchy writhed under 
that formidable picture of their own brutal deg- 
radation. They knew that they were flayed be- 
fore the world and that they deserved it. 

If still used in Russian politics, the knout is 
no longer used as a stimulus in Russian agri- 
culture. If tne backs of the poor farmers who 
now call themselves Tolstoy’s orphans remain 
unscarred they may well remember the gvodness 
which showed itself in such results. As Russia 
and the world grow more civilized they will grow 
less likely to forget it.

The immediate revival of Francisco I. Madero 
will not disconcert Porfirio Diaz. In a first-class 
revolution it is nothing for an insurgent general 
to be shot dead in the morning papers and found 
leading a forlorn hope when the afternoon pa- 
pers go to press. Diaz is a hardened performer. 
He was a soldier 50 years ago. He fought the 
French, was beaten, captured and paroled by 
them in 1863. He fortuwith broke his parole and 
raised an insurrectionary army. He was beaten, 
captured and imprisoned by the French in 1865 
and escaped. With Juarez he commanded the 
army that defeated the imperialists and effected 
the capture and execution of Maximilian. 

After this Diaz was a candidate for the presi- 
dency but Juarez was chosen. Diaz forthwith be- 
came an armed ftnsurgent. He was licked to a 
conventional frazzle and fled, disguised as a 
priest. He tried to form an alliance with Losada, 
the greatest bandit in Mexico, and failed. He fled 
to New Orleans. From there he opened a corre- 
spondence with Juarez promising, if allowed to 
return, to be a good, loyal citizen. Permission 
was given him by his former fellow general. He 
returned to Mexico and began to foment a revo- 
lution. His arrest was ordered and he surren- 
dered, promising to keep the peace and not be- 
come a candidate for the presidency. With the 
consent of Juarez he was elected to Congress. 
th the office as his protection he resumed his 





the frazzle was on the other side. Lerdo did the 
fleeing. Another President of the Supreme Court, 
Iglesias, proclaimed himself President. So did 
Diaz. Subsequently Diaz was elected. After 
serving one term, his own scheme of government 
forbade his re-election, so he had his friend, Gon- 
wales, elected. At the end of the latter’s term 
Diaz was elected again and his own plan of gov- 
ernment, which prevented succession in office, 
was changed. He has been President ever since. 
Madero is trying to do just what Diaz tried to 
do many thmes before succeeding. Diaz. will prob- 
ably not be much disturbed by it because his 
grip on the government is firm. But should Ma- 
dero despair?

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A NEEDED DEMONSTRATION. 

The census story of the last ten years in Kan- 
sas is that of Missouri over again.

come, so great that during two generations, they 
have “been left for the last.” : 

In the folklore of the West and South there is 
something more than a superstition in the be- 
lief that what is thus left for the last may turn 
out best. It is proving so on the statistical evi- 
dence of 1910. The Western and Southern Stater 
are now taking advantage of what they hai con- 
sidered their disadvantages, and turning them to 
an account through which higher intelligence 
gives its best results in unmistakeble proof of | 
its own existence. If we needed this “showing” 
in Missouri, we are “shown.” 
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For support of hospitals, prisons, asylums 
and institutions for the deaf, dumb and blind, 
the American nation pays annually $88,000,000. 
Here is a case in which the proverbial ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. Yet those 
who oppose preventive hygiene and other lines 
of scientific sociology do not consider themselves 
short-sighted. 
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ONE WAY TO GOOD ROADS. 

Residents of Montgomery County, Kan., be- 
lieve in good roads. By way of a beginning, 
1500 of them turned out with horses, wagons, 
scrapers, shovels and rollers, and in one day 
completed 19 miles of highway from Coffeyville 
to Independence. They propose to duplicate this 
day’s work until] every road in the county is in 
first-class condition. 4 

In the Missouri State Penitentiary at Jefferson 
City are 2000 men. Under the existing system 
their annual earnings are less than $300 each. 

If these convicts were employed eight months 
of the year building roads their annual construc- 
tion should easily reach 5000 miles. And 5000 
miles of good roads would be worth ten times as 
rauch to the State of Missouri as the scant $600,- 
000 income the penitentiary now produces. 

Furthermore, outdoor work would be beneficial] 
to the health of convicts, and materially aid in 
preservation of discipline. 

The special good roads tax plan has been de- 
feated, but there is no good reason why Mis- 
souri should n6t acquire a complete system of 
good roads within a few years by the labor of her 
lawbreakers.

At her castle, Oroevar, across the Hungarian 
frontier, the members of the household have to 
stand in a row in a room adjoining the banquet- 
ing hall and wait until Her Royal Highness ap- 
pears on the arm of Count Lonyay, whereupon 
they courtesy low and follow the .august couple 
to the dining room.

Robert Mantell, I keep in mind the fact 
that in Lond§n, with the stage rich in 
temporary “hits” of frothy musical and 
unmusical comedy and blood-and-thun- 
der melodrama, the popular success of 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree’s revival of 
“Henry VIII" is so great that, having 
already run for several months, this 
Shakspearean drama must meeds be 
kept on at His Majesty's Theater in 
London until Laster. disturbing all 
Tree's plans for other productions. so 
great is the demand for seats. And I 


remember, as well, that last season's 
engagement of Sothern and Marlowe in 
St. Louls was a splendid financial, as 
well as artistic, success, and toat 
crowded houses‘ similarly greeted the 
New Theater Company's presentation of 
Shakspeare almost immediately there 
after. 

We English-speaking people love our 
Shakspeare—this truth may not be de- 
nied. The one and only thing upon 
which we insist ‘for the success of 
Shakspeare staged is that it shall be 
Shakspeare worthily staged. 


In other words, we insist that play- 
ers and play-producers shall approach 
the greatest and most human of all 
dramatists in that spirit of affectionate 
reverence so sincerely revealed by Ellen 
Terry in her Odeon discourse on Shaks- 
peare’s “Heroines Triumphant’ last 
Wednesday evening. 

Here, indeed, was a delightful mani- 
festation of that proud regard for Gen- 
tle Will of Avon and his immortal and 
ever-contemporaneous dramas that finds 
permanent lodgment in all true Shaks- 
peare-loving minds. And, while I regret 
that many persons so inconsiderate as 
to disturb Miss Terry and her early- 
arriving hearers by coming late to the 
Odeon were chagrined by whet they 
considered the brevity of her talk, I re- 
joice that so many others gained a full 
hour’s treat never to be forgotten. Miss 
Terry is a Shakspeare-worshiper of rapt 
devotion—the devotion born of a long 
lifetime of éarnest service at the shrine 
of his all-dominating genius, and she 
gave te us here in St. Louis a generous 
participation in the fruits of her own 
Shakspearean insight thus possesred 
through faithful service. It was an 
“ambrosial night” for all the goodly 
company of Shakspeare-lovers then and 
there assembled. 


And never did Miss Terry appear to 
better advantage than-.in the fond hu- 
mility with which she talked of the 
woman-loving and woman-venerating 
Shakspeare and the women of Shake- 
peare’s own creating. 


Among the recent events of note on 
the London stage was the premiere pro- 
duction at the Playhouse of “A Single 
Man,"’ a comedy by Hubert Henry Da- 
vies, whose quaintly truthful satire, 
“The Mollusc,” has not entirely pleased 
its American audiences during the three 
or four seasons since its transplanting 
from its native English soll. 


The new Davies wo is said to be 
perilously light in its @Gramatic fabric, 
although it has achieved a hit and seems 
to ve in for a long run; Its central fig- 
ure is a middle-aged bachelor-novelist, 
who suddenly gets the\ “marrying bee’’ 
in hig bonnet because a visit from a 
happy trie composed of his brother, his 
brother’s wife and their\ cooing baby.

Butcher heifers generally 2c higher 
and in a good many instances the tidy 
kinds show a 25@40c price gain over low 
spots the week prior. Top heifers scored 
$6, with bulk of sales at $4@6. 

Cutters to choice beef cows, the kinds 
selling between $3.26@6, gained 10@l5c, 
while canner grades were fully a dime 
higher. 

The calf market was in good shape 
throughout the entire week. Tops went 
at $9.50 with bulk of the fair to good 
véalers at $8@9.25. 

The better tone in the stocker and 
feeder department was a surprise to 
salesmen. Owing to the holiday of 
Thursday not much call was anticipated. 
However, there was rather a brisk call 
for most everything in this line, and 
prices on the strength of a short supply 
advanced 15@25c. 

The southern cattle trade continues 
mostly on a canner and cutter basis. 
Very few steers were available while 
there were little of a really. desirable 
nature any day.

Hogs at Low Price of Year. 

Only a moderate supply of hogs was 
received last week, but prices were on 
the decline all week and reached the 
lowest basis of the year. Shippers did 
not purchase many hogs, as they were 
unable to secure the orders from che 
Eastern slaughterers, as the latter can 
buy all of the hogs they need nearer 
home at lower prices than they can get 
them here. 

The week opened with the top of the 
market at $7.35, but later was down to 
$6.95. The bulk of the hogs went to the 
packers and sold after the middle ef 
the week at $6.80@6.90. Butchers were 
fairly good buyers, but they insisted 
on buying only the very best smooth 
hogs weighing 210 to 20 pounds. Me- 
dium and heavy hogs are now selling 
at the top of the market. On Saturday 
the top was $7.10, and the bulk sold at 
$6.85@$7. 

Packers were bearish, and as they 
saw that the shippers were out of the 
market, they proceeded to hammer the 
market for all they were worth. Plain 
grade hogs of all weights were slow 
sellers, as there was no competition for 
them from any of the byyers outside of 
the regular packers. Little pigs and 
lights sold from $6.25@7, according to 
quality. Rough sows and stags towurds

6.65. 

Sheep Improve Slightly. 

The supply of sheep and lambs was 
the smallest of the year and the total 
number received was no more than one 
good average day's supply, and the 
quality was not extra good. The mar- 
ket s*arted off rather siow, but grad- 
ually improved all week and closed on a 
strong basis, with prices 35@650c higher 
than the close of the previous week.

Spot Market I, Bullish. 


Another bullish argument is the firm- 
ness of Southern spot markets and the 
enormous sales of actual cotton. Mem- 
phis and St. Louis both advanced to 15 
cents for ‘middling cotton during the 
past week, with an exceedingly large 
amount of business doing. Galvestcn 
and New Orleans have been quoting 
middling around 14%@l4%c. The demand 
for spot cotton comes almost altogether 
from Liverpool and the Continent, trade 
conditions In this country being very un- 
satisfactory, with cotton mills operating 
on a hand-to-mouth policy. 

The effect of the severe freeze the last 
few days in October is: being reflected 
in the large receipts of tinged and off- 
colored cotton. It is estimated that 
fully one-third of the cotton being re- 
ceived from Arkansas now is off-colored. 

On account of the fresh ginning re- 
turns little attention has been paid the 
movement. Receipts at ports and 
counted interior towns continue much 
heavier than for the same period last 
year, and the comparative deficit in the 
total amount in sight is fast being over- 


jcome., Amother couple of weeks of heavy 


receipts and there will be as much cot- 
ton in sight toward the present crop 
as at the same time last year. 

However, if this crop is to come up to 
current ideas in quantity, reach last 
year’s totals, must be exceeded by a 
1,000,000 to 1,250,000 bales. The argument 
of the bull crowd is that present heavy 
reecipts represent cotton forced open by 
the freeze and are at the expense of the 
crop.

lower prices. Milling interests are buy- 
ing only from hand-to-mouth and the 
flour trade is quiet,

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HOGS AND WRITE A 
HISTORY OF TEXAS 


Incidents of the 
Lone Star State Await 
‘His Strenuous Pen. 
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VISIT IS ABOUT DUE 





Is Also Expected to Dash Off 
a Complete Life of Sam 
Houston. 





AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 26-—Theodore 
Roosevelt will write a history of Texas. 
He has several times talked the matter 
over with Col. Cecil Lyon, chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, and 
Texas member of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. Since Co). Roosevelt 
returned from Africa he has expressed 
to Col. Lyon his intention of coming to 
Texas in the near future to remain here 
several months, gathering materia! and 
writing the history. He told Col. Lyon 
that he hoped to arrange his plans 50 
that he could visit Texas the early part 
of the coming year to begin his histor- 
ical research. He will spend most of 
his time in Austin, where he will have 
the advantage of the State Library, con- 
taining a great number of books and 
rceords bearing on the early history of 
the State. | 

Col. Roosevelt regards Texas as the 
most prolific field for the historian in 
this country. That it was once Span- 
ish territory, that part of it belonged to 
trance, that it was ruled over by Mex- 
ico for many years, during which time 
there was almost continuous strife, and 
that it broke off the yoke of bondage 
and became an independent republic, 
which it remained until it became a 
part of the United States, all afford a 
wonderful opportunity for historic writ- 
ing. 

Opportunity for Good Writer. 

It is known that there are a vast 
number of stirring incidents and impor- 
tan} features of Texas’ early struggles 
th have never found their way into 
histories. The crude recitals of these 
events and transactions are hidden away 
in musty official documents of the ofrfi- 
cilals of those days and repose in the 
archives at Austin and in the Federal) 
and state capitals of Mexico. There is 
a wealth of them in the archives of 
Spain at Madrid. 

In addition to writing a complete 
history of Texas which will fill more 
than one volume, Col. Roosevelt has 
expressed to Col. Lyon and other 
friends his intention of writing a life 
of Gen. Sam Houston. The breadth 
and scope of the political and mili- 
tary activities of Gen. Houston. have 
never received the attention of the 
skilled historians that his admirers 
think they deserve. There is a great 
fund of data bearing upon Houston's 
life waiting to be collected and sift- 
ed and put in the form of a most in- 
teresting book. 

Personal Friend of Houston. 

There are men still living in Texas 
who knew and were personal friends 
of Houston, Among these is Judge 
A. W. Terrell of Austin, former United 
States Minister to Turkey. Judge 
Terrell is 84 years old and still active 
and strong in mind and body. He has 
one of the most complete private li- 
braries in the State relating to its 
early days and history. He will in- 
vite Roosevelt to be his guest during 
his stay in Austin. The personal rém- 
iniscenses of Judge Terrell are of 
great historic value. for 65 years 
he has been intimately associated 
with the leading - public men of 
Texas. 
For Roosevelt’s prospective stay in 
Texas, Col. Lyon is arranging a se- 
ries of hunting expeditions jnto the 
chaparal-covered territory southwest 
of San Antonio,. where javelins, or 
wild musk-hog, deer and other wild 
game roam. While Roosevelt was 
serving on the Civil Service Commis- 
sion in Washington a good many 
years ago he made a trip to Uvalde, 
Tex., and the Cross S ranch, where 
he spent a few days hunting javelins. 
He found the sport exciting and dan- 
gerous. He has expressed a wish to 
indulge in javelin hunting again and 
Col. Lyon will see that his desire is 
gratified.
